Nashville, Tenn., March 19.—When the 
jury today returned 4 verdict of ac- 
quittal for John D. Sharp, charged with 
the murder of former United States 
Senator E. W. Carmack, and declared 
it was “hopelessly tied up 4s to the 
Coopers,” it was generally conceded 
that the end of the famous case had 
been reached. 

Nothing daunted by the expressive 
firmness of Foreman Burke's declara- 
tion of a disagreement, Judge Hart 
sent the twelve men out for further 
deliberation, and announced that he 


would not discharge them until he was 
absolutely convinced that an agree- 
ment could not be reached. 
Jurors Tired and Worn. 

The jurors looked tired, worn and ill 
' at ease. From the loud talking heard 
in the room, they have been having @ 
strenuous time. They are chafing un- 
der the restraint, too, but evidently 
are conscientious in their determina- 
tion to vote with their convictions. 

They sent word to the sheriff late 
this afternoon that their room was 
poorly ventilated,: that the plumbing 
was defective, and that several of the 
men were ill from the confinement. 
The room is quite small, and the 
sheriff decided to let them sleep to- 

ht in the quarters in the jail set 

‘ ‘aside for a "woman's. hospital,. 
Which has no tenants at present. 

Judge Hart fully expected & verdict 
today. Several times during the morn- 
ing he consulted with one of the jury 
députies, and when he had concluded 
the day's docket, at noon, he sent to

feport. The reply, “Nothing,” came 
back. Evidently the judge had some 
information, however, for he ordered 
the prisoners brought into court and 
instructed the sheriff to “Carry in the 


jury.” 
Sharp Is Acquitted. 

Instead of S. J. Hyde, to whom the 
charge was given, E. M. Burke, tne 
first man chosen, carried the papers 
end acted as foreman. In response to 
the judge’s question as to whether a 
verdict had been reached, Burke re- 
plied: “We are tied up tight as to the 
Coopers, but we find John Di Sharp not 
guilty.” 

Judge Hart quiekly dismissed Sharp, 
and ordered the jury to continue its 
deliberations as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the Coopers. 

Mrs. Sharp, wife of the acquitted 
man, seemed the most affected of all 
those interested, and her greatest con. 
cern seemed to be whether Attorney 
General McCarn “could do anything 
more to John.” The jurors put in the

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MURDERED WOMAN AND MAN HELD 


CHARLES LEEHER, 
Held for the Crime.

Mrs. Wittles Dies as Re- 
sult of Attack. 


Man Held by Coroner Will Be 
Tried Before Recorder To- 
day—Complains of “Present 
State of Society’? and Main- 
tains His Innocence. 


Following the death of Mrs. Lizzie 
Wittles, 42 years of age, of 44 Bell 
Street, brutally attacked at her home 
Tuesday night at midnight, who died 
at the Grady hospital yesterday morn- 
ing at I! o’clock, Coroner Donehoo's 
jury met at 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
at the residence and recommended that 
Charles L. Leeher, 2! years of age, of 
47 Armstrong street, be held on sus- 
picion of the crime, pending a further 
investigation. Ike Weimer and Henry 
Fuehrer, foreigners and wtoarders at 
Leeher’s boarding place, are still held 
at the station house as witnesses. 

The preliminary trial of Charles 
Leeher was to havé been held in the 
police court yesterday afternoon, but 
was postponed On account of the deat) 
of Mrs. Wittles. The trial will occur 
in the police court this morning at !0

Little Girl Testifies. 

The coroner’s jury heard first from little 
Tene Wittles, ‘'2-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wittles, who was in the 
room at the time of the assault upon 
her mother and father. She made a 
straight statement of the affair as she 
krew it. She said she saw a man an- 
swering Leeher’s description in the 
room in the act of striking her father 
and mother, and that she cried out 
and scared him away. ‘ 

She said he was small and wore a 
mask over the lower part of his face, 
and had on an overcoat and rags over 
his head, with no hat. She said her 
mother had $60 of her father’s money 
secreted in her bosom. The money was 
missing after the assault, and the sum 
of $41 is said.to have been found on 
Leeher. The little girl said she had 
been to the station house, and that she 
thought Leeher was the man she saw 
in the room. She further said her 
father was afraid of Leeher, who had 
worked for him eight days during De- 
cemiber. 

Sam Ginsberg, who resides next door 
tc the Wittles home, on Gilmer street, 
said he was at home at 10:30 o'clock 
that night, and saw twice a_ short- 
statured man peeping over the back 
fence in the direction of his home. He 
said he went out and called to the 
man, but there was no response. 

Another witness swore that Wittles 
had told him his suspicion pointed to 
Leeher. 

Detectives Harper and Dorsett, who 
worked up the evidence, were present, 
and presented ie state’s side of the 
case. Without hesitation the coroner’s 
jury recommended that the man under 
suspicion be heid. 

Leeher Maintains Innocence. 

During the whole investigation since 
his arrest, Leeher, who is a native of 
Pinsk, Russia, and lately from: New 
York city, has maintained‘ his inno- 
cence.

Washington, March 1{9.—(Special.)— 
It is practically settled that the com- 
mittee of fifteen named by Chairman 
Henry D. Clayton, of the democratic 
caucus, to take under advisement the 
disciplining of the twenty-three demo- 
crats who did not vote with a majority 
of their colleagues last Monday, wil! 
not recommend summary, condign or 
sévere punishment for the independents.

The committee will advise that here- 
after caucus actions sha]! become bind- 
ing if two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent and voting so ‘decide: But they pro- 
vide for exceptions, as, for instance, 
in case of a constituticnal amendment, 
Or where a member fas conscientious 
scruples in regard tO a &pecific subject, 
Or where hé has been pledged by his 
constituents prior to his election. 

The point is that the committee 
thinks that hereafter the party cau- 
cuses should be binding.

YALE GRADUATES 


CHEER FOR TAFT 


College Mates ; Greet 
President as “Bill.” 


At Banquet Attendéd by 1,500 
Yale Men Old: Yale Scenes 
Are Reproduced—Replica of 
the Old Yale Fence at the 
Dinner. | 


New York, March 19.—With songs of. 
the gridiron and the diamond, with a 
deafening cheer and a rousing chorus 
of “Here's to good old Yale, drink her 
down,” President Taft was greeted to- 
night as the first Yale president of the 
United States by mOdre than 1|,500 grad- 
tates of the famous old university. 
The gradvates came from all over the 
country. They ranged from silvery- 
haired old gentlemen, whose degrees 
bear the date of ‘53, down to the 
youths who left their alma mater only 
last June. 

The dinner, one of the largest ever 
given in New York, wag served at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. The immense ball 
room was decorated with a lavish 
wealth of flowers. From the vaulted 
ceilings, countless chaing of pink 
blooms fell in graceful loops. The 
balcony guards and the side walls ‘were 
twined with the roses. The speaker's 
table, at which President Tafi sat with 
President Hadley, of Yale, and other 
distinguished graduates of the uni. 
versity, were canopied with artificial 
representations of the elms of old Yale. 

The Old Brick Row. 

Back of the table was a huge drop- 
curtain bearing a painting of the old 
brick row, which was a reality in 
President Taft's student days, but 
which is now mostly a memory, only 
the central portion, “Connecticut hall,” 
being preserved. In front of the cur- 
tain, and back of the speakers, was 
a replica of the old Yale fence. The 
representation of the old barrier was 
complete, down to the last details. 
Many of the initials, including the “W. 
H. T.” of Mr. Taft and the “A, T. H.’ 
of President Hadley, were faithfully 
reproduced. ! 
President Taft was probably the hap- 
piest man at the dinner, which was 
given entirely in his honor. He was 
not hailed as president, however, but 
as “Bill’’—the salutation which punc- 
tuated the cheering as he entered. 

The on set speechés of the eve- 
ning were made by President Taft and 
President Hadley. The latter spoke 
first, responding to the toast ‘“Neath 
fhe Elms,” while the former, speaking 
extemporaneously, had for his subject 
“For God, for Country and for Yale.” 
There were other informal speakers. 
Among the guests at the dinner were 
Henry W. and Horace D. Taft, brothers 
of the president. 

Yale Day for Taft. 4 

While the dinner was being served 
many of the gradtiates, including a 
host from his own class of ’78, made 
their way to the president’s table, 
shook hands with him, slapped him 
on the back and renewed the ac- 
quaintance of college days. 

The dinner marked the close of what 
will long live as a distinctive Yale day 
in the president's memory. He.vis- 
ited New Haven during the day to at- 
tend a meeting of «..¢ Yale corporation, 
of which he is a member, was cheered 
by the student body and made a happy 
little speech to the... undergraduates 
gathered in the campus.

as the firemen's drum corps haere filed 
at the expense of the city. 

The resolutions, it was stated, had been 
indorsed by the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. 

The resolutions were referred to the 
board of firemasterg for investigation. 
The board will act upon the matter at 
its next regular meeting and make a 
report with a recommendation to council, 

The matter caused considerable com- 
ment. For many years the firemen’s 
drum corps has been regarded with pride 
as a local and public institution. On 
various occasions it has attended loca!

H ospital for Hurt. 


Many Narrow Escapes From 
Death Due to the Efficiency 
of the Fire Department. 
Flames Started in the Ele- 
vator Shaft. 


New York, March !19.—Mofre than & 
dozen persong were injured and many 
members of twenty-four families had 
narrow escapes from death by fire when 
a seven-story twin apartment Duilding, 
known as the Fifth avenge apartments, 
at 24 Central park, south. was burned 


early today, 

The building was separated from the 
Hotel Plaza only by a smaller building, 
and the hotel office was made a hos- 
pita] for the injured, while many 
wealthy residents of the hotel watched 
the blazing building from the hotel win- 
dows and doors. 

When the firemen reached the scene 
men, women and children were sitting 
on window ledges or hanging out of the 
windows gasping for breath, and others, 
overcome by smoke, were being held in 
position by their relatives. One girl 
was standing on a window ledge on the 
sixth floor, preparing to jump into the 
street, despite the warnings of those 
in the street. 

List of the Injured. 

The injured included: 

Mrs. Francis Hillhouse, burned about 
the head, arms and body. 

(Bertha Hulzweth, burned about the 
body. 

Mrs. J. W. Simpson, burned about the 
face, body and legs. 

Miss Minerva Simpson, aged 20, burned 
about the feet and legs. 

Mrs. Margaret Merrill, slightly burned. 

Captain Leland Potter, fireman, feet 
crushed, internally injured, caught be- 
tween two fire trucks. 

Benjamin Tracey, fireman, hit by stones 
from cornice, possible fracture of skull, 

Five firemen in all were injured, most 
of them not seriously. 

Beginning in the base of the elevator 
shaft at No. 24, the flames went up the 
shaft and spread out on the fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh floors, the oc- 
cupants’ of which fied to the windows 
without attempting to dress. Firemen 
raised extension ladders to the sixth, 
whence they carried down Mr. and Mrs. 
John W. McDonald and their son, John, 
and a servant girl. 

Firemen Rescue Family. 

On the third floor the escape of Mr. 
and Mrs. Francis Hillhouse, their son 
and governess, Miss Bertha Hulzweth, 
was cut off by the flames, but firemen 
carried Mrs. Hillhouse and the governess 
down the ladders at the front of the 
building, while Mr. Hillhouse was trying 
to escape ‘by the rear fire esc§pe. The 
ladders at the front had been removed 
when Mr. Hillhouse came back and he 
hung by his hands to the window sill 
until firemeg again raised the ladders. 
Mrs. Hillhouse and the governess were 
painfully burned before the firemen 
could reach them, and Mr. Hillhouse 
was less seriously scorched. 

There were two elevators in the build- 
ing, and occupants of the lower floors 
were carried down by one of the ele- 
vators, the operator of which stuck to 
his post. An hour and a half after tne 
fire started, all the floors collapsed and 
several firemen barely managed to reach 
the windows as the floors dropped from 
under them. The interior of the Duild- 
ing was burned out, causing a loss of 
about $250,000.

PLAN MEETING 


OF PRESIDENTS 


For Discussion of Central 
American Situation. 


Conference May Remove All 
Possible Causes for Interven- 
tion by the United States 
and Mexico—Two American 
Gunboats Now on the Scene. 


Washington, March 19.—The sugges- 
tion from the City of Mexico of a con- 
ference of Centra] American presidents 
with the idea of removing all possible 
causes for intervention by the United 
States and Mexico, was the subject of 
gossip at the state department and in 
the Central American colony today. It 
is known that the suggestion came from 
one of the Central American republics, 
and that it would meet with th ap- 
proval of both ‘the United States and 
Mexico. 

It is realized by persons who are in- 
terested in the preservation of peace 
in Central America that mach good 
might result from a meeting. of the 
presidents if it were entered into with 
a spirit and determination to secure 
practical results. It would afford the 
opportunity for a thorough discussion 
of the situation, and if a lasting agree- 
ment could be reached it would avoid 
the necessity of any intervention by 
the United States and Mexico. 

Information received here makes

NotoriousCriminal Spent 
Last Night at the Ful- 
ton County Jail.

Paris, March 19.—Premier Clemenceau 
and his colleagues faced the strike in- 
terpellations in the chamber of depu- 
ties f6day with a determination to se- 
| cure indorsement of the government’s 
position in the premises or retire from 
office. They won, for the chamber re- 
jected a resolution providing for a com- 
mission to investigate the causes of the 
Strike by a vote of 354 to 188. From 
the very outset it was apparent that 
the chamber was with the government 
as the attack of the opposition: lacked 
both vim and cohesiveness. The soctal- 
ists centered their assaults upon M. 
Simyan, under secretary of posts and 
telegraphs, but they also reproached 
Premier Clemenceau with having shift- 
€d this position since he had “reached 
the other side of the barricade.” They 
wanted an investigation of the strike 
Situation, and they pleaded against re- 
pressive measures being used against 
the men. 

The conservatives declared that the 
government was reaping only what it 
had sown. They pointed out that the 
successive radical government for years 
had encouraged the st=me employees to 
form associations, and that M. Vivi- 
ani, minister of labor, and M. Simyan 
had voted under the Dupuy ministry 
for M. Millerand’s motion to recognize 
the right of the postmen to strike. 

M. Simyan’s defense consisted of a 
general denial of the charges of favor- 
itism, which he declared had _ been 
brought by the emphoyees because he 
had refused to accept their recommen- 
dations. He said, in his opinion, the 
leaders for months had been preparing 
to strike,

Reductions on Lumber 
Will Be Fought. 


Proposed Inheritance Tax Will 
Also Meet With Opposition, 
and an Amendment Offering 
an Income Tax Will Be In- 
troduced in Senate. 


Washington, March 19.—There is a gene 
eral disposition in the house to eliminate, 
as far as possible, any academic discus- 
sion of the tariff. Members of both 
sides are desirous of having ag little 
general debate as possible and as much 
time as is practicable for the considera- 
tion of the bill under the five-minute 
rule for amendment. 

When the Dingley bill was before con- 
gress, less than a week was devoted in 
the house to the discussion of the bill 
under the five-minute rule, and while it 
is likely that a rule will be brought in 
to limit the time for considering amend- 
ments, it is believed that sufficient time 
will be allowed for the consideration of 
the whole bill under the five-minute 


rule. : 
Will Submit Amendments. 

Members on both sides are lining up 
and preparing to submit amendments to 
the sections of the bill in which their 
constituents are interested. The main 
contention is to be over the cut made 
in the duty on lumber. ‘It is undersiood 
that the southern representatives are al- 
most unanimously in favor of retaining 
the present duty of $2 per thousand 
feet. They will have the support of 
many members from the northwest and 
Pacific coast states. 

Hides and leather manufactures also 
will be the subject of considerable de- 
bate. An earnest effort will be made by 
the democrats to have shoes and other 
leather products reduced at least 5 or 
10 per cent and to have hides retained 
on the free list. On boots and shoes, ac- 
cording to the new tariff, will be levied 
a duty of 16 per cent ad valorem. 

While this is a reduction of !0 per 
cent ad valorem, it is contended by those 
who favor further reductions that the 
shoe men themselves have admitted they 
could stand a reduction of 5 or 10 per 
cent more if hides were admitted free. 
The representatives of western states 
will make an earnest effort to have a 
duty of |I5 per cent again placed on 
hides. 

The Louisiana delegation met today to 


consider the effect the free trade pro- 
vision for the Philippine islands would 


have on the rice industry in the United 
States. They will endeayor to have the 
minority report of the ways and means 
committee favor a small duty on rice 
imported from the Philippines or the 
quantity entitled to free entry restricted, 
as has been done with sugar and to- 
bacco. A committee, composed of Sen- 
ator Foster and Representatives Brous- 
sard and Pujo, was appointed to con- 
sult with General 
chief of the insular bureau of the war 
department, regarding the Philippine 
rice importations. 

in explanation of the retention of the 
countervailing duty clause on petroleum, 
it is claimed that Mexico has deVeloped 
large oil fields and that the provision 
limiting the free entry of oil to coun- 
tries which do not impose a tax on the 
importation of American oil wags made 
to prevent the importation of Mexican 
oil free of duty if that country should 
impose a tax on oil from the United 
States. There has been very little 
criticism in the house of the metal sched- 
ule, but it is claimed that duty on 
wrought and cast scrap iron should be 
@aual to the duty on pig iron, as is pro- 
vided in the Dingley law. 

In the Payne bill, scrap iron is covered 
by a duty of 50 cents per ton, while 
the duty on pig iron igs $2.40 per ton. 
In speaking of this schedule, a mem- 
ber of the house today declared that its 
effect would be to reduce the importa- 
tion of pig iron to practically nothing, 
while all_the scrap iron that could be 
secured in foreign countries would be 
brought into this country. 

Fight Inheritance Tax. 

The proposed inheritance tax will be 
stoutly resisted, and senatars will have 
an opportunity to vote upon an amend- 
ment providing for an income tax. There 
is likely to be a strong fight against 
reductions in the various iron and steel 
schedules.

Four andOne-Half Hours 
for Reading Bill. 


Mr. Payne Announces That 
General Debate on Measure

Washington, March 19.—For four and 
a half hours the house of representa- 
tives today listened to the reading of 
the tariff bill, which was the only busi- 
ness transacted. It was perhaps the 
dreariest legislative session of any held 
by that body in recent years. The 
monotonous tones of the reading clerks 
had a depressing effect on most of the 
members, some of whom early in the 
reading took to the cloak rooms and 
lobby, back of the speaker's desk, while 
others left the building for the day. 

Wanted Bill Put on Passage. 

It remained, however, for Mr. Sims, 
of Tennessee, to inject even a breath 
of life ‘into the proceedings. He first 
wanted the reading of the bill dfs 
pensed with, asserting that it was farci- 
cal, when no one was paying any at- 
tention to it. This proposition was ob- 
jected to, and a short while afterwards 
he asked unanimous consent that the 
bill be put on its’ passage, saying it 
was evident no opportunity would be af- 
forded to amend the measure in the 
house. To this suggestion, Mr. Mann, 
of Illinois, objected. 

There was no further interruption, 
and when the reading had been con- 
cluded, the house, at 4:55 p. m., ad- 
journed ugtil Monday noon. 

Debate Begins Mondhy. 

Mr. Payne announced that general de- 
bate on the bill would begin Monday. 

Mr, Sims, of Tenn«.see, inquired of 
the chair the reason for reading the 
bill when no “me was paying attention. 

The chair reminded him that the 
rules requires such procedure unless 
by unanimous consent the reading was 
dispensed with. 

“Then,’’ said Mr. Sims. “to end this 
farce, “I move that the further reading 
be dispensed with.’”’ 

“I object,” shouted Mr. Payne in a 
loud voice, and the clerk proceeded.

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GARDENS FOR THE SCHOOLS. 


The value of nature study in connection with primary school work is 
a subject that is demanding more and more the attention of educators. The 
opinion is growing that every school, from the kindergarten up, ought to have 
its little flower and vegetable beds wherein the children may watch and, 
with their own hands, nurture growing things. 

In response to this progressive movement, F. J. Merriam, of The Southern 
Ruralist, published in Atlanta, has secured from Professor H. P. Stuckey, of 
the Georgia experiment station, a series of four articles treating of “School 
gardens for the south,” which will appear in the next four issues of this 
publication. 

‘These articles will constitute practically a text-book upon the school 
garden from the value and results of it, down to the minute details of pre- 
paring the land, planting and cultivating the plants about which school 
children should be taught. - 

It is Mr. Merriam’s desire, even at some expense, that these articles 
should produce results—that ultimately every school in the south should have 
its garden watched and worked by the children under the teacher's direction. 

He has, accordingly, made arrangements by which these four issues will 
be sent to every school teacher in the south upon application. They will 
show the teacher 4vhat to do and how to do it in the matter of providing a 
garden which will at once interest and instruct the pupils, briiging them 
closer to nature and inculcating a fondness for outdoor and rural life. 

This important branch of education, too long neglected, is coming into 
its own. Its value in the future life of the pupil, whatever direction it may 
take, cannot be overestimated.

Victor Smith—‘“Bill Arp, Jr.” 


(S. A. Cunningham in The Confederate 
Veteran, Nashville.) 

News is received that Victor Smith, 
a son of Major Charles H. Smith (“Bill 
Arp”), died at his home, in Bayonne, N. 
J., on March 13. Notice is given herein 
not because he was the son of a con- 
federate, but through personal interest 
and his extraordinary career as 4@ 
southerner. 

Back in the early eighties the editor 
of The Veteran made a most strenu- 
ous but unsuccessful effort to estab- 
lish Our Day, “an exponent of south- 
ern sentiment in New York,” and whiie 
thus engaged he received a Jetter from 
Major Smith stating that his son Vic- 
tor was in that city and he had writ- 
ten him to call. The bright young 
fellow did call, and an intimate asso- 
clation followed, continuing for s8ev-~- 


eral years. 

His romantic experience up to that 
time from his leaving home excels fic- 
tion. He had been employed on con- 
struction of the railroad liné connect- 
ing Rome and Atlanta, now a part of 
the Southern system, and was ambi- 
tious to become a civil engineer. He 
was so fine with a pen, however, in 
correspondence and drawing, that he 
was kept at clerical work against & 
promise made by his chief, so he de- 
termined to quit; and knowing it was 
against his father’s wish, he drifted 
north. .In Cincinnati he secured em- 
ployment in a church choir, having @ 
fine voice: but he became impatient of 
that and moved on farther. He became 
associated with a young Canadian, and 
he gave his last 40 cents to sleep In a 
farmers’ barn. The farmer, becoming 
interested in him, carried the two in 
his market wagon to a slaughter house 
in Baltimore the next morning and 
made a plea that they be given work. 
The manager, seeing the boys were not 
large and strong enough for the work, 
handed them a couple of dollars and 
asked them to try elsewhere. Young 
Smith resented the offer, saying he was 
not a beggar, but wanted work. He 
next got employment on a farm near 
Baltimore, and made a good plow-boy. 
He forged ahead later to New York, 
and secured a clerkship in a shoo 
at $3 per week, which sum he 
shared with the trifling Canadian. -Aft- 
er paying room rent, hig food was 
mainly bread and water. Many weeks 
had elapsed before his family knew 
anything of him, and they were in 
sore distress. The joyous news reach- 
ed Georgia that Victor was in good 
health and a roommate of the writer. 

Victor was ambitious in journalism 
and full of nerve. He called upon Bal- 
lard Smith, managing editor of The 
New York Herald, who gave him space- 
work. This was precarious; but he was 
gettine a good start, when one day his 
chief spoke rudely to hic, and he in- 
stantly resigned. In the meantime he 
began to write stories for The New 
York Ledger, He would go to The 
Ledger office and see Mr. Bonner in 
person, who would take the story and 
in a@ week return it to him or give 
him $10. 

One day he called at The Tribune 
office and sought employment. The 
managing editor being absent, his as- 
sistant, Mr. Rhodes, became interested 
in the youth and gave him work, and 
he got on quite well in space-work;: 
but he resented “cut of copy,” and re- 
signed. He had become so useful] to 
The Tribune that differences were 
reconciled by his copy going direct to 
the foreman with no censor upon it; 
yet he was the only democrat who 
wrote for the paper, and he was the 
only writer on the paper so trusted. 

During his connection with The 
Tribune the owner of the paper, Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, then minister to Eng- 
land, cabled orders to have Victor 
Smith write its anniversary history.

The Payment of the Teachers. 


Editor Constitution: For fifteen 
years past the state of Georg?2 has 
been contending with a financial prob- 
lem that up to this time has baffled 
all the sk!!! and wisdom of her law- 
making powers, including both execu- 


tive and legislative departments. I 
aliude to the effort to raise and pro- 
vide sufficient funds to pay the teach- 
ers cash for their services to the state. 
How often and how eloquently in the 
past fifteen years have our governors, 
in their messages te the legislatures, 
urged that this injustice to the teach- 
ers, “‘viz, making them wait a year for’ 
75 per cent of their pay.” be remedied? 
But what relia? has been obtained? 
The whole evil system of credit for the 
teachers drags along In the same old 
ruts. It is very easy for any one, on 
investigation, to discover the cause of 
all the trouble involved. The public 
schools were put in operation just one 
year ahead of the collection of the 
money to pay. the expenses of the sys- 
tem, and while every governor and 
legislature, for many years past, has 
expressed an honest desire to remedy 
this unfortunate state of affairs, yet, 
with all their zeal and wisdom. they 
have failed to cut the Gordion knot and 
give relief to the teachers. In view of 
trese stubborn facts, I proposé to sug- 
gest the only solution of this knotty 
problem that I think is feasible or 
practical. Let our next legislature 
pass a bill amending the constitution 
so that the. governor can borrow 
enough money to put the school svstem 
on a cash basis. Let the bill specify the 
amount needed for this purpose and 
confine its provisions strictly to that 
one object. This bill or amendment 
can be voted on next fall in time for 
the governor to get the money to meet 
the demand for the next scholastic 
vear. I suggest this idea to the mem- 
bers of the next lecislature that ther 
may consider, beforehand, so that thev 
mav be prepared to take some prompt 
action along this line for the relief of 
our poorly patd and worthy teachers.

The south needs a mighty trust com- 
pany organized for the especial purpose 
of caring for the cotton crop; it needs 
a great clearing house, thus enabling the 
shipment of cotton to return to 
the south the gold of foreign 
lands and from this southern clearing 
house permit the distribution of 
this new gold to southern points for 
the building up of southern commerce, 
instead of being returned tq Wall street 
to be “doled” out in accordance with 
the ideas of epeculatore and manipula- 
tora. , 

We need and must have the chain of 
warehouses, properly constricted and 
bonded, in charge of men capable of 
grading the different qualities, and a 
business organization must be completed 
so that the spinning interest will be .as- 
sured of meeting business men on & 
sound basis.

HOME FOR INCURABLES 
MAKES ANNUAL REPORT 


Practically $6,500 was spent for the 
maintenance of the Home for Incurables 
during 1908, according to a report made 
to the city council yesterday. A eched- 
ule of the receipts and expenditures 
showed that on January !, a balance of 
$1.48 remained in the treasury after the 
obligations incurred during the year had 
been caniceled. 

The report, made by Mrs. H. 8. Jack- 
son, president, and Mrs. L. L. Dickey, 
Jr., secretary, contained a number of in- 
teresting items. It showed that during 
the year 1908, 76 pafients were cared 
for at the home. Twenty-five of these 
died, and a like number were discharged. 
The average cost per day of feeding pa- 
tfents was 23 cents, while the daily op- 
erating expense of the institution was 
$17.04. More than half the inmates 
during 1998 were affected with tuber- 
culosis. 

The report was closed with the state- 
ment that a larger appropriation for the 
institution would enable its officers to 
greatly increase the good work being 
done,

“At the last meeting of the Southern 
Association ef College Women, two 
very interesting phases of public work 
for social betterment were brought up 
forsdiscussion—the extermination of the 
great white plague, and the improve- 
ment of the rural schools, especially 
tn the mountain districts of the south. 

“Dr. Daly, of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
league, spoke with great force and 
earnestness of the unnecessary loss of 
life from allforms of tuberculosis, due 
mainly, he said, to ignorance and care- 
lessness on the part of the general 
public. One of his arguments, unusual 


and striking, was that the city can ill 


afford the economic loss, all matter 
of sentiment left out of account. There 
are every year 270 deaths from tubercu- 
losis in Atlanta. Allowing the eco- 
nomic value of/each Hfe to be $200— 
a moderate estimate—tuberculosis, un- 
checked, costs this city $54,000 every 
year. It is to be hoped that only ig- 


inorance of the facts can explain the 


negligence of the people of Atlanta 
in this matter. Dr. Daly asked for 
laws, but above all, for a creation of 
public sentiment against carelessness 
in cases of tuberculosis—such careless- 
ness ag allows a man in the advanced 
stages of the disease to sleep in the 
same room, sometimes even in the same 
bed with other members of his family. 
and to make his sick room the general 
meeting place for the whole neighbor- 
hood. An open discussion following Dr. 
Daly's talk brought out other interest- 
ing * points. Consumption, Dr. Daly 
says positively, cannot be inhe. ited, but 
the germs transmitted by the sputum, 
can live fora long time ig -houses 
which are kept shut up and dark (they 
are killed by sunlight). Hence, infect- 
ed houses that are not fumigated, have 
proven deathtraps for as mamy as three 
successive sets of tenants. Dr. Daly 
closed with a general invitation to all 
to visit the rooms of the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association in the Gould building 
to see what is being done there to 
choke out the disease.’’

Mr. Arkwright’s letter of resignation 
sets forth the reason which prompted 
him to act. It is as follows: 

‘To the Hon. Don A. Pardee, Judge of 
Said Court: Your petitioner, Preston 39. 
Arkwright, one of the receivers in the 
above stated cause, respectfully sbows: 

“That by order of this honorable court, 
granted on January 1, 1909, upon the 
petition of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic Railroad Company, complain- 
ant, and with the consent of the defend- 
ant, Old Colony Trust Company, as trus- 
tee for all the bondholders of said raui- 
road company, your petitioner, together 
with Henry M. Atkinson, were appoint- 
ed receivers of said Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic Railroad Company. 

“That subsequently ,by order granted 
in February, 1909, your petitioner, to- 
gether with said Henry. M. Atkinson, 

were appointed receivers of the Georgia 
Terminal Company and Alabama Ter- 
minal Railroad Company upon the inter- 
vening petitions of said two companies 
filed In the said cause. 

“That in accordance with the said or- 
ders of appointment your petitioner 
qualified as one of the receivers in said 
cause, made and filed the bond as re- 
quired by the order of appointment, as- 
sumed possession of the properties of 
said companies and entered upon the 
performance of and has continued to 
discharge the duties of such receiver. 

“That at the time of such appoint- 
ment and from and since the dates of 
the organization of said several com- 
panies petitioner was and had been vice 
president of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Terminal Company 
and president of the Alabama Terminal 
Railroad Company, which fact was well 
known at the time, as was also the fact 
that the {nability of said companies to 
meet their maturing money obligations, 
which necessitated the receivership pro- 
ceedings, was in no sense owing to any 
mismanagement, neglect or fault of pe- 
titioner.. 

‘That the holders of some of the bonds 
of said companies represent that they 
desire to have appointed as one of the 
receivers of said companies a person in 
whose selection they may have a voice, 
and have requested your petitioner to 
tender his resignation as one of such re- 
ceivers in order that this may be done.

“They have represented to your peti- 
tioner that in the event this is done it 
will produce harmony among the se- 
curity holders of the said companies; 
that they will cooperate for the best in- 
terest of the properties; that they will 
provide the funds needed to complete 
the unfinished portions of the railroad 
and terminals as originally designed; 
that it will tend to avoid useless and

IEXTREME APATHY 
IN STOCK MARKET 


Hill’s Railroads and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Were Ex- 
. . 
ceptions in Dealings. 

New York, March 19.—The stock mar- 
ket became extremely apathetic today, as 
the realization became stronger ¢hat the 
burst of activity on the two previous 
days might be taken to show interest, 
Stirred by the introduction of the tariff 
bill in congress. Professional operators 
were disposed to close up outstanding 
comracts, owing to the sma! os ts 
of an early activity in the mache tt 
showed little inclination to enter on new 
commitments. When prices sagged, a 
demand developed, which was taken to 
indicate that uncovered shorts stil] had 
some necessities to provide for. Their 
professional brethren, thereupon, bid up 
Prices up on them. A drive against the 
market was helped’ by acute weakness in 
Interborough-Metrepolitan slocks, on 
account of reports of new bidders for 
the construction of subways under the 
eastern portion of the city. The con- 
jecture of powerful railroad backing for 
this new project gave it force, although 
the rumor that the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford was embarked in 
the enterprise, was without foundation. 
The Hill railroads and Chesapeake and 
Ohio were the principal features on the 
other side of the movement, the last 
rising to the highest price of its his- 
tory. Prices drifted back to the lowest 
in the neglect of the afternoon. News 
was little regarded, although a rise in 
Copper prices at the New York metal 
exchange and in the London market 
may have ihhad some steadying influence 
on Amalgamated Copper. A similar ef- 
fect on United States Steel was due, 
possibly, to a statement, credited to 
Charlies M. Schwab, that a $10,000,000 
battleship order had been placed with 
the Bethlehem Steel Company by the 
Argentine government, and a reviving 
effect on the steel trade might be ex- 
pected to result. The heavy taking of 
gold coin for shipment to London §to- 
morrow, reaching a total of $3,300,000, 
aroused calculations as to the effect on 
the money market. Time loans were 
called somewhat (firmer today. The 
week’s outgo of gold seems to be more 
than offset by the aamins by the banks, 
on eub-treasury operations, and the bal- 
ance of receipts, on the interior move- 
ment of currency. The sub-treasury 
gains, however, are due largely to na- 
tional bank redemptions, and while 
these will be taken up again by the is- 
suing banks, the current redemption 
serves, in the meanwhile, to drain the 
treasury of its scanty supply of gold 
holdings. With = the banks, also, 
taking out large sums of gold from the 
sub-treasury for export to London, the 
depletion of the treasury gold holdings 
is aggravated. Government revenue col- 
lections are showing great improvement, 
owing to heavy customs payments on 
the large imports going on, so that the 
excess of expenditures over receipts for 
eighteen days of the current month is 
less than a million dollars, whereas in 
the corresponding period of last year. 
the excess of expenditures was $5,500,- 
000. While this favorable turn in the 
treasury receipts relieves the cash bal- 
ance of the demands of a running defi- 
eit, there is nothing operating to re- 
lieve the special drain on the treasury 8 
gold supplies. The market was free 
from depression from abroad, and some 
buying of option on American stocks !s 
revorted from the London market. 

Bonds were irreguiar. Total sales, par 
value, $3,162,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
